Terror just keeps finding a way to have a presence 


WHEN THE FRENCH GOVERNMENT 
suggested a diplomatic initiative that 
might interfere with the White 
House agenda for war, the president 
responded by saying that the pro- 
posed scenario would “ratify terror.” 
The date was July 24, 1964, the presi- 
dent was Lyndon Johnson and the 
war was in Vietnam 

Four decades later, the anti-terror 
rationale is not just another argu- 
ment for revving up the US war 
machinery. Fighting “terror” is now 
the central rationale for war. 

“The contrast couldn’t be clearer 
between the intentions and the 
hearts of those who care deeply 
about human rights and human lib- 
erty, and those who kill, those 
who've got such evil in their hearts 
that they will take the lives of inno- 
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cent folks,” President Bush said after 
the July 7th London bombings. “The 
war on terror goes on.” 

A key requirement of this right- 
eous war is that all inconvenient his- 
tory must be deemed irrelevant. “By 
accepting the facile cliché that the 
battle under way against terrorism is 
a battle against evil, by easily brand- 
ing those who fight us as the barbar- 
ians, we, like them, refuse to 
acknowledge our own culpability,” 
journalist Chris Hedges has 
observed. “We ignore real injustices 
that have led many of those arrayed 
against us to their rage and despair.” 

In the aftermath of 9/11, writer 
Joan Didion critiqued “the wearying 
enthusiasm for excoriating anyone 
who suggested that it could be use-

The story of New York from the point of 
yiew of the world’s most reviled rodent 


word, Sullivan stakes out a drive- 
way-sized cobblestone alley behind 
a couple of restaurants in New 
York's financial district, occasionally 
startling passerbys with his nightvi- 
sion goggles, and making not-so- 
unprecedented observations about 
the rats’ proclivity for eating garbage 
and mating (basically, it seems, their 
only two pastimes). But, it’s from 
this unremarkable piece of real 
estate, ironically known as Edens 
Alley (named after an early-19th 
Century real estate mogul—his farm 
later became Times Square), that Sul- 
livan begins to burrow through the 
city’s history. Beginning on the 
uppermost strata with contempo- 
rary denizens—like Derrick, a home- 
less man whose own rat alley was 
the 1979 scene of an infamous 
swarm-and-attack by rats on a 
female passerby, and George Ladd, 
an exterminator and pseudo-celebri- 
ty in Japan, whose great-grandfather 
was one of the founders of modern 
psychology—Sullivan works his 
way down through a cast of fascinat- 
ing characters, from Jesse Gray, a 
tenants’ rights activist in ‘60s Harlem 
who helped improve housing condi- 
tions by encouraging protesters to 
dangle rats—both dead and alive— 
before city administrators, judges, 
and the media, all the way to the 
Liberty Boys, early American revolu- 
tionaries, who, at the site of Edens 
Alley, then called Golden Hill, 
staged the first revolt against the 
British. 


RUBBLE ROUSERS 

Then, with a timing that could 
only be describe as serendipitous 
(albeit tragic), Sullivan’s book gets 
thrust back out of the past as, follow- 
ing a typical night of rat-watching, 
the author awakens to find that ter- 
rorists have brought down the 
World Trade Centre towers, and his 
alley is in the area of quarantine. 

At first, understandably, he could 
care less about his book or his rats as 
he digests the horror of the situation, 





but soon enough he’s back at it, 
resulting in some of the most repul- 
sive and hilarious moments of the 
book 

Consulting with government 
health agents, he discovers that 
Ground Zero and its immediate 
vicinity have been set with thou- 
sands of traps, not only out of fear of 
the spoilt food abandoned in build- 
ings and restaurants following the 
attacks, but also because of another 
food source lying underneath the 
rubble of the towers... something 
they’re very reluctant to admit out 
loud, so appalling is the idea of rats 
feasting on human remains. 

This leads to a rat-trapping excur- 
sion in Queens, where the creatures 
are caught to take blood samples— 
to test for possible bio-terrorist- 
planted viruses. After the blood is 
taken, the rats are snuffed out with 
chloroform and disposed of—all 
except one particularly large speci- 
men, who after repeatedly being 
administered enough poison to kill a 
large dog, bests his dumfounded 
captors and waddles away from 
them on his hind legs, further 
adding to the rat-lore of New York. 

Sullivan writes that, “To know the 
rat is to know its habitat, and to 
know its habitat is to know the city.” 
And getting to know New York Sul- 
livan’s way is surely one of the most 
effective of ways—engrossing and 
gross, terrifying and humorous, but 
above all, always enthralling.

Step back, everyone: creative 
geniuses at work!); Danny Elfman’s 
music (with four exceptions) sounds 
like all his other scores, a subset of 
standard movie music; and the 
hypothetically snappy dialogue, so 
sorry compared to Dahl's brusque 
wit and robust style, wouldn’t be out 
of place in a mid-level TV comedy, 
so pallid is humour. 

Nowhere does the text fall flatter 
than it does when it tumbles stupe- 
fied out of the mouth of one Johnny 
Depp, playing Mr. Willy Wonka 
himself. His tempered weirdness 
rarely connects. Depp has been 
accused of using Michael Jackson as 
the core of his Wonka characteriza- 
tion, but it’s clear that his model is 
Mr. Rogers... a slightly unbalanced 
Mr. Rogers, who in this instance 
looks like Queen Elizabeth I dressed 
as a Puritan pilgrim. 

Unfortunately, the standard Mr. 
Rogers impersonation, to which 
Depp adds little, is by now three 
decades old. We're even more famil- 
iar with it than we are with Burton’s 
visual stamp, weary of it to the point 
of frustration. It’s not interesting or 
amusing to watch. It’s ashame that 
instead of an imperious and mysteri- 
ous Wonka, we get a flakey, shakey 
Wonka with a troubled parental rela- 
tionship that’s explored to a depth of 
half a millimetre.

As things go wrong, hidden agen- 
das emerge, alliances fall apart, and 
colleagues are betrayed.

The actors are all sharp. Brit flick 
journeymen like Colm Meany and 
Kenneth Cranham deliver delicious- 
ly wicked performances. Michael 
Gambon is as cold-blooded as they 
come in the role of a vicious Eddie 
Temple. Jamie Foreman’s Duke is 
almost worth the price of the ticket 
by himself, Daniel Craig, surround- 
ed by more colorful characters, nev- 
ertheless manages to win every 
scene he’s in with his subtlety. That's 
good acting, but it’s also good direct- 
ing. 

And Vaughn has a strong visual 
sense.

The Dusty Foot Philosopher is a whirl- 
wind of intellect and emotion that 
artfully addresses some of the most 
entrenched, vexing, and large world 
issues head-on, without blinking, fil- 
tered through K’naan’s life experi- 
ences. (His website, www.thedusty- 
foot.com, is a self-penned cultural 
crash course that’s worth checking 
out.) 


REDEMPTION SONGS 

And what a life. A grenade he 
found blew up half his school when 
he was ten years old. At 13, K’naan 
was on the last commercial flight out 
of Somalia, after months of his 
mother petitioning the American 
embassy for a refugee visa during 
the country’s mad descent into civil 
war, settling in Toronto after a spell 
in New York. Both his North 
American neighbourhoods were 
known for their problems with vio- 
lence, and he had brushes with bul- 
lets long after he left Africa. 

Still, for every despairing tune 
like “Voices in My Head,” there's a 
defiantly optimistic “Until The 
Lion Learns To Speak.” Ultimately, 
K’naan believes in struggle because 
he believes in redemption—person- 
ally and ina broader sense. “Even 
though I’m often talking about 
myself, it’s as a country disguised 
as a person,” he relates. “It’s impor- 
tant to be relevant as an artist.” 

He explains his album as an 
attempt to “mediate between two 
continents, using East African

LIVE AIDES 

While it’s impossible to replicate 
the detail of the album live, K’naan 
maintains that he and his band 
plug into the energy of The Dusty 
Foot Philosopher.

The 
ones we create, they are like a pre- 
sent for the people who support us 
by coming to our live gigs. 

“I have a great crew,” he adds. 
“These amazing musicians come 
with their own flavours and ideas, 
and they throw interesting musical 
surprises at me. I don’t like doing 
the same thing over and over 
again, so we have a new show 


every night.” 

As for replicating the call-and- 
response portions of the record, he 
says, “The way we present the 
music, we don’t actually ask much 
from the crowd. We just introduce 
it, and people echo.” 

More and more people are rais- 
ing their voices with K’naan. He 
opened for the Digable Planets and 
Zap Mama!, counts Youssou 
N’Dour as a fan, and played at the 
UN’s 50th Commission for 
Refugees in Geneva (he stopped 
mid-song to berate attendees for 
the mismanaged UN Somalia mis- 
sion), and the recent Live 8 Canadi- 
an segment. This summer he’s 
touring and doing the Folk Festival 
circuit (he loves watching children 
dance to his beats, noting “kids are 
like humanity minus the fear”).

Quite 
successfully so: Blondie topped the US charts 
four times (five times in the UK) 

The only ones left dissatisfied with the 
winning formula were Blondie themselves. 
They wanted to widen their musical hori- 
zons, and began looking towards the West 
Indies. The result was The Hunter, an album 
that some now long-forgotten music critics 
hailed as a bold step. Today, it still reeks like 
the cheap Caribbean charter trip hangover it 
always was 

Blondie’s magical period lasted three 
years, between 1977 and 1979, and their third 
album, Parallel Lines, is probably their best. It 
followed their second album, Plastic Letters, 
by a mere seven months, and if one disre- 
gards the time it took to mix, it was recorded 
inamere three weeks. 

The dassic girl groups of the ‘60 inspired 
much of the sound, but Blondie were never 
afraid of mixing up their influences. Their

Our volunteers are like 
ambassadors for the event. We 
assign each one a ‘beat’ of a couple 
blocks, and they come armed with 
maps and brochures. They move 
about their areas answering ques- 
tions from viewers and ensuring the 
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artists are okay and their spaces are 
maintained according to the festi- 
val'’s standards.’ 

Zenew also encourages dialogue 
with the artists. “It’s one of the keys 
to really enjoying what Art Walk has 
to offer, This is your chance to speak 
to the masterminds of the work 
about their inspirations and the way 
they create. They can really give you 
extra insight into their pieces. Some 
artists can be shy—they are used to 
being alone in a studio—but most 
are fabulous and re; ally embody the 
friendly Alberta spirit.” 

Art Walk is as ‘art-centric’ as the 
event's name suggests. In just a 
decade, it has grown from 20 Old 
Strathcona businesses hosting 30 
artists, to the over 200 appearing this 
year. While they have added more 
artists, the sponsors—the Old Strath 
cona Business Association, Old 
Strathcona Foundation, and the 
Paint Spot—have chosen not to add 
any other festival-type elements, 
such as concerts or entertainment. 

“It’s really important that we keep 
Art Walk about art,” Zenew empha- 
sizes. “We want to keep the festival 
pure and not add music or anything 
else that would make the artists sec- 
ondary. This is only about celebrat- 
ing visual art; fine art and functional 
art” 

Of course, it’s also about the 
neighbourhood, and all the usual 
charms of Old Strathcona will still be 
on hand to enhance the weekend 

“With the Champ Cars in town, 
we expect to get a lot of tourists,” 
Zenew notes. “Last year we had 
about 30,000 people out for Art 
Walk, but we think that with all the 
visitors in town we will have more 
this year. They'll come down to see 
Strathcona and stumble on this 
amazing little gem of a festival. And 
Edmontonians are really receptive to 
all kinds of art, and they will come 
down just to browse.” 

She adds that her favourite Art 
Walk moments have been, “when I 
see someone fall for a piece. You 
know, they were just browsing, and 
they set their eyes on something that 
really moved them and they con- 
nected with it. It surprises them. 
They fall in love with a piece and 
just feel compelled to bring it home 
so they can keep on enjoying it.”

‘olonization of the retro in many 
surteal guises, be it vaguely pre- 
WWIL Europe or mid-century Mid- 
die America, in most cases feeling as 
if the text were filtered through a 
particularly witty boulevard comedy 
or language-obsessed Hollywood 
golden oldie. 

This newest offering is no excep- 
tion, populated with the oddly well- 
spoken denizens you'd expect from 
this well-versed author. It’s situated 
in the titular Michigan city way-back 
in 1959 (i.e., a time when people at 
large still fussed about proper 
appearances and lived in a Lemoine- 
friendly world where tightly-tai- 
lored dresses, sharply-cut suits, and 
smart cocktails were still in common 
play) 


EXTRA FRENETIC 

The set-up is prototypic Lemoine: 
a series of wacky (leaning to surreal) 
events unfold after a very elegant, 
very perturbed, and very British 
Thalia Cumberland (Belinda Cor- 
nish) blows into town. Cumberland 
is a woman with a secret that she 
needs to break to her uptight invest- 
ment banker boyfriend Boyd May- 
hew (Jeff Haslam). To assist in this 
hard revelation she turns to a local 
Ms. Manners-style advice columnist 
by the name of Aunt Elva who in 
fact turns out to be a Jimmy Olsen- 
esque boyish journalist (Ron Peder- 
son) who really wants to ditch the 
advice-dishing and become a profes- 
sional tenor. 

The play’s true surprise is an 
unexpected structural choice, name- 
ly that Lemoine would write this 
new play in the form of the classic 
French Farce, a form that boasts 
highly improbable situations, stereo- 
typed characters, extravagant exag- 
gerations, confused and mistaken 
identities, violent horseplay and a 
“chambre a quatre portes” informal 
set (i.e.,a period chic, albeit spare liv- 
ing room with four doors leading to 
other rooms or to the outside world). 

Borrowing deeply from the tradi- 
tion, Lemoine’s latest is a tad more 
frenetic than many of his eaflier

Circumventing the unisexual, 
and the science of bi-denial 





“Three quarters of the [bisexual] group 
had arousal patterns identical to those of gay 
men,” the New York Times reported. “The rest 
were indistinguishable from heterosexuals.” In 
English: 75 per cent of the bi guys only got 
aroused watching boys; the other 25 percent 
of the bi guys only got aroused watching girls 
None responded equally to images of men and 
women. 

So what does it all mean? 

“We couldn't find a bisexual arousal pat- 
tern,” Gerulf Rieger, the study's lead author, 
told me. “The conclusion that | draw is that 
most of the men who identify as bisexual 
behave like gay men in their arousal patterns. 
Does that mean [75 per cent of bisexual guys] 
are truly gay? | can’t say. But it could mean 
they are confused about their sexual orienta- 
tion.” 

That some men who ultimately identify as 
gay claim to be bisexual for a time is a well 
established fact, so it's entirely possible that 
the 75 per cent of the bisexuals whose dicks 
were wired up in Rieger's study are on their 
way to embracing their big, gay selves. But 
what, | wonder, is up with the 25 per cent of 
bisexual guys in the study who responded to 
the girl-on-girl porn but not the boy-on-boy 
porn? There's no such thing as a closeted 
straight guy, so what exactly is up with them? 

“They might be straight,” Rieger speculat- 
ed, “but go in for sex with other guys because 
it's so much easier for a male to have quick 
sex with another male than with a woman. 
But their true sexual feelings are still for 
women.” 

Needless to say, Rieger's study has kicked 
off a shitstorm. The study was co-authored by 
Dr. J. Michael Bailey, a professor of psycholo- 
gy at Northwestern University and the author 
of The Man Who Would Be Queen: The Science 
of Gender-Bending and Transsexualism, a book 
many homos feel is deeply homo- and trans- 
phobic. John Aravosis has been kicking the shit 
out of Bailey, and the study, on his influential 
blog, AMERICAblog.org. 

Rieger, however, rejects the notion that 
Bailey hates homos, “It's very hard for me to 
be subjective when | hear that criticism,” said 
Rieger. “I'm very fond of Michael Bailey. I'm 
his grad student and I'm gay. He is not homo- 
phobic.” 

Bailey's myriad issues aside, | don't think 
the study can be dismissed out of hand. At the 
very least it jibes with, er, field observations 
I've made of male bisexuals. The sad fact is 
that male bisexuality is rare, much more so 
than female bisexuality. While there are a lot 
of guys out there having bisexual experi- 
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eVine. 
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ences—probably more than ever, God bless 
them—there’s a difference between some- 
one's true sexual orientation and their sexual 
capabilities. A lot of guys like STUD—pre- 
dominantly straight guys who enjoy messing 
around with other guys—will tell you they're 
bi. But these nominally bisexual men are not 
emotionally available to other men—in other 
words, these guys may have sex with other 
guys, but, like STUD, they only have relation- 
ships with women. Which is why dating bi 
guys isn’t something most gay men are willing 
to do, Even if the bi guy you're dating is single, 
you're still just his piece on the side
